NO HEADWAY ON” 
TEACHERS’ PENSIONS» 


The teachers of Alberta deserve 
high oredit for their persistency in 
agitating for a system of teachet’s 
pensions. The Alberta Educational 
Association appointed a committee 
in 1925 to collect data and report. A 
second committee was appointed in 
the following year and its findings 
were presented to the then minister 
of Education, Hon. J. R. Boyle, in 
1927. The scheme was later presewed 
on the attention of Hon. G. P. Smith 
and it has been brought to the notice 
of the present minister, Hon. Perren 
Baker, in four different years. 

From casual observance it does 
not look as if much progress has been 
made. There is still no sign that the 
scheme will be adopted by the gov- 
ernment at present. During the 
teacher’s Convention last week, Mr. 
Baker was not overly optimistic. 
While admitting the desirability of a 
pensions scheme for teachers, he 
said the government had not yet 
reached any conclusion. Continued 
sympathetic consideration’’ was the 
best consolation he could offer. 

British Columbia and Onfario ad- 
opted teacher's pensions some time 
ago. Other provinces are seriously 
considering following suit. Under the 
plans drawn up by the Alberta 
Teachers’ Ailiance, the annual out- 
lay for the province would not ex- 
ceed $150,000. The teachers would 
be required to contribute 50 per cent. 
of the pension fund by agreeing to a 
8 per cent. deduction in salary. 

The outstanding benefit of a pen- 
sion scheme is that it produces great- 
er stability in the profession. Men 
and women would remain in it if 
they are assured of a pension at the 
end of their years of service, Whe 
educational system of Alberta “te 
much handicapped by the frequent 
changes in teachers, many of whom 
remain in harness for only a year or 
two and then desert,

Tt has been estimated that if the 
wastage due to short term teachers 
was prevented in this province by 
raising the term of service from 
three and a half years to five years, 
and experts agree no teacher comes 
to his or her proficiency under five 
years’ seryice, the government would 
be saved enough money to pay its 
share of the scheme. Increase the 
average term of gervice by only 
one thind, and one of three Normal 
schools in the province could be 
closed. 

In these days of civi] servants’ pen- 
sions, old-age pensions, credit socie- 
ties and pools of many kinds enjoy- 
ing government assistance, iit is 
somewhat difficult to justify contin- 
ued indiffence to the application of 
the five or six thousand teachers in 
the provinee for assistance in giv- 
ing permanence and stability to one 
of the finest and most important 
of the professions,

Why is it necessary to destroy 
flies and keep them from hatching? 
All flies can carry disease germs; 
they are all filthy in the extreme. 
The lege of flies are provided with 
a great many short, hairs (100) or 
bristles and, as the’ fly walks over 
the filth containing disease germs, 
some of these are collected and held 
by hairs. When the fly goes again 
to take a drink from the milk or 
touches food, some of the germs 
will be left behind in the milk-or on 
the food. When these are swallowed 
later with food by the baby or any- 
one else, they may cause such dis- 
eases as typhoid, diarrhoea, dysent- 
ry, or other illness, 

Experiments with the house fly 
prove that it ean be best controlled 
by sprinkling the infested parts of 
the manure with a three per cent. 
solution of Lyman’s Disinfectant. 
One gallon of disinfectant makes 233 
gallons of the solution and costs but 
60c. per year per horse, The solu- 
tion should be applied about every 
second day or sufficiently often to 
ensure -that all maggote are destroy- 
ed. 

For the few that will escape this 
treatment, a cone trap should be em- 
ployed. Placed in a sunny place, with 
tasty bait such as molasses and water 
it will account for most of those left.

It is a little hard to say definitely 
where the trade consciousness pres- 
ently abroad in the world was really 


born. We only know that it bore 


fruit in the form of a tariff wall first 
in the United States, an example 
followed with surprising promptness 
by other nations of the world. The 
Australian Commonwealth has seen 
fit’ to impose most drastic restrictions 
wpon the importation of certain 
commodities rather anbitrarily class- 
ed as luxuries. Importations have 
been limited by several European 
states with restricted markets of 
their own. Canadian, Argentine and 
United States grain is victim of an 
outburst of European grain growing 
activity and a contemporaneous invo- 
cation of the tariff weapon in de- 
fence of the agrarian industries. 

Mr, A. J. McPhail, President of the 
Canadian Wheat Pool, explained the 
situation as regards wheat recently in 
an address at Winnipeg and showed 
how Germany had recently increased 
the duty on foreign wheat from 
61 3-5 cents to 71 cents per bushel; 
Italy had imposed a duty of 78 1-2 
cents and France 63 1-2 cents. Ger- 
may millers are corapelled by their 
Government to use 50 per cent. of 
German wheat in their flour mixtur- 
es and French millers 97 per cent. 
French wheat. Germany and France 
also subsidize exports, allowing the 
wheat exporter to reimport a cor- 
responding amount of foreign wheat 
free of duty. When it is realized, as 
Mr. McPhail pointed out, that Can- 
adidn wheat, sold at $1.10 at Fort 
William, costs the miller on the 
Rhine $2.15 laid down, the reason for

has fallen intermittently and in vary- 
ing quantities, but many farmers 
have been able to continue with their 
work. Weather forecasts indicate 
that a great deal of work will be done 
next week. 

Reports from experimental farm 
stations in Saskatchewan promise 
that nearly all the province’s wheat 
will be seeded by the end of the 
Acreagesin the province, 
which produces about 60 per cent. of 
the entire crop, will be onily slightty 
reduced if at all, it is estimated. Flax 
acreage is to be larger, probably, 
with some increase in sweet clover 
and western rye grase areas. 

Moisture conditions and general 
status of the land in the northern 
part of Saskatchewan are reported 
as excellent, due to melting of moist 
snow and spring rains. Overnight, 
Saskatoon was haved with a full inch 
of rain, which will have a beneficial 
effect. Seeding has been general of 
late. ; 

In the extreme south of the. prov- 
ince, some areas have reported fairly 
substantial rains, while Swift Cur- 
rent and vicinity have been limited 
to, about one-enth-of-an inch of rain 
until Thursday’s: fall. of a similar 
amount. Furthemrain. will be nec- 
essary in the south to be of value in 
seed germination. Seeding has been 
progressing. rapidly after..windy. wea- 
ther subsided. 

Scattered showers in northwest: 
Saskatchewan have prevented soil 
drifting which might ‘have otherwise 
resulted from inclement weather act- 
ing as an interruption in seeding op- 
erations. Further rain fell in this 
area last night, and high winds have 
not been bothersome for some days. 
In this section, wheat is stated to be 
about two-thirds seeded. 

Abrupt opening of the season in 
Manitoba has resulted in s2eding bs- 
ing comparatively. far advanced. 
Wheat was reported yesterday to be 
showing above the ground in the 
Douglas district, near Brandon. No 
rain has fallem in the Morden district 


. in southern Manitoba, for some time, 


but a large proportion of the seeding 
has been finished.

‘ince with the best will in the world 
a teacher in a one-room school with 
25 pupils aged six to sixteen cannot 
make so much headway as a town 
teacher with a class all in one grade.
